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Realized  gross  farm  income 
reached  a  record  $42.0  billion  last 
year,  up  $300  million  from  1963. 
This  was  the  fifth  consecutive  year 
that  realized  gross  farm  income  was 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.  Farm 
income  prospects  for  this  year  point 
to  the  possibility  of  another  increase 
in   realized   gross   farm  income. 
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FARM  INCOME  IN  I965 


Summary 


A  reappraisal  of  farm  income  prospects  for  I965  points  to  continued  sta- 
bility in  net  income  realized  by  the  Nation's  farmers — much  the  same  picture 
as  forecast  last  fall.    Farmers'  realized  gross  income  in  1965  may  exceed  the 
$i+2.0  billion  record  reached  in  196k.    Production  expenses  will  show  some  fur- 
ther   increase,  but  probably  less  than  the  average  annual  increase  of  the  past 
decade.    Thus,  realized  net  farm  income  this  year  is  expected  to  hold  around 
the  $12.6  billion  of  196^,  close  to  the  level  which  has  prevailed  since  1961. 
This  farm  income  picture  for  19&5  assumes  "average"  weather  during  the  growing 
season  and  a  continued  strong  domestic  and  foreign  demand  for  farm  products. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I965  may  be  about  the  same  as  the 
$36.7  billion  estimated  for  196^.    Slightly  lower  farm  prices,  on  the  average, 
probably  will  be  offset  by  a  larger  volume  of  marketings.    Government  payments 
to  farmers  are  likely  to  be  moderately  higher  than  last  year's  total  of  $2.2 
billion. 

The  rise  in  farm  production  expenses  expected  in  I965  will  result  mainly 
from  increased  charges  for  overhead  items  such  as  taxes,  mortgage  interest, 
and  depreciation.    Current  operating  expenses  may  also  be  higher,  but  an 
anticipated  drop  in  the  farm  wage  bill  will  offset  some  of  this  increase. 
The  average  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production  goods  and  services  is 
showing  more  of  an  increase  in  1965  than  occurred  last  year. 


Recent  Developments 

Prospective  plantings  for  1965,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board, 
will  total  257  million  acres  for  the  17  crops  covered  by  the  March  1  plantings 
intentions  survey.    This  total  is  about  the  same  as  in  I96U.    If  these  plans 
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are  carried  out,  and  if  allowances  are  made  for  other  crops  not  surveyed  in 
March,  the  indicated  planted  acreage  for  all  crops  in  the  1965  season  would 
total  307  million  acres,  slightly  more  than  last  year,  but  the  third  smallest 
planted  acreage  since  records  were  begun  in  I929. 

The  March  1  plantings  intentions  survey  indicated  some  marked  shifts 
among  crops.    Soybean  plantings  may  be  increased  2.6  million  acres,  or  8  per- 
cent, above  last  year.    Potato  plantings  may  be  up  7  percent,  with  a  sharp 
increase  indicated  for  spring  harvest;  sorghum,  sweetpotato,  and  dry  bean 
plantings  up  k  percent;  and  a  small  increase  in  acreage  is  indicated  for  hay. 

On  the  down  side,  sharp  reductions  in  acreage  are  in  prospect  for  barley 
and  oats — 12  and  6  percent,  respectively,  from  I96U.    The  intended  acreage  of 
all  tobacco  is  nearly  15  percent  below  last  year  and  the  smallest  planted 
since  1890.    Tobacco  allotments  have  been  reduced  for  most  major  types.  Cotton 
plantings  are  expected  to  decline  about  500,000  acres  from  196^,  a  decrease  of 
k  percent. 

Corn  acreage  is  indicated  to  be  66.9  million  acres,  nearly  1  percent 
below  last  year.    If  this  corn  acreage  is  planted,  and  if  the  proportion 
harvested  for  grain  is  about  usual,  the  resulting  crop  would  be  about  k,l 
billion  bushels,  approximately  the  same  as  the  I963  record  and  \  billion 
bushels  more  than  the  196^  crop.    Smaller  acreages  are  also  indicated  for 
flaxseed,  spring  wheat,  sugar  beets,  and  dry  peas.    Rice  and  peanut  acreage 
intentions  are  about  the  same  as  last  year.    Estimates  made  in  December  I96U 
indicated  winter  wheat  seedings  would  be  up  k  percent,  but  that  rye  seedings 
would  likely  decline  6  percent. 

Sign-up  in  the  1965  Feed  Grain  and  Wheat  Programs  has  been  larger  than  a 
year  earlier.    Feed  grain  producers  signed  up  to  divert  about  36.6  million 
acres  from  the  production  of  feed  grains  in  1965?  compared  with  3^.3  million 
in  I96U.    Wheat  growers  will  keep  about  7.5  million  acres  from  the  production 
of  wheat,  2.k  million  acres  more  than  in  I96U.    Under  the  provisions  of  the 
voluntary  programs  for  feed  grains  and  wheat,  the  price  support  payment  for 
corn  has  been  raised  from  15  cents  to  20  cents  per  bushel,  while  the  loan 
rate  has  dropped  from  a  $1.10  to  $1.05  per  bushel.    The  I965  Wheat  Program 
provided  for  an  increase  of  5  cents  per  bushel  for  domestic  and  export  market- 
ing certificates  and  a  drop  in  the  national  average  price  support  loan  rate  of 
5  cents  to  $1.25  per  bushel.    Cotton  producers  have  signed  up  to  keep  about 
a  million  acres  out  of  production  this  year  under  the  domestic  cotton  allot- 
ment program  compared  with  around  half  a  million  acres  last  year.  Cotton 
growers  must  limit  their  plantings  to  about  65  percent  of  their  allotments  to 
qualify  for  additional  price  support  of  1+.35  cents  per  pound  on  their  normal 
yields. 

First  quarter  I965  prices  received  by  farmers  have  shown  strength  since 
the  beginning  of  the  year.    The  index  of  prices  received  by  farmers  for  March 
1965  was  the  same  as  a  year  earlier,  while  in  January,  prices  were  about  3 
percent  less  than  in  January  a  year  ago.    The  recent  price  strength  has  result- 
ed from  improvement  in  prices  for  meat  animals,  commercial  vegetables,  poultry 
and  eggs,  feed  grains,  and  soybeans. 
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Cash  Receipts  in  I965 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  this  year  probably  will  be  about  the 
same  as  the  $36.7  billion  estimated  for  196k.    Marketings  of  livestock  and 
livestock  products  may  be  up  slightly  from  the  I96U  record  high.    Prices  for 
meat  animals  are  expected  to  average  above  those  of  last  year.    The  volume  of 
crop  marketings  in  1965  is  expected  to  show  a  small  decrease.    Crop  prices 
will  likely  average  lower  reflecting  lower  price  support  loan  rates  this  year 
for  feed  crops,  wheat,  cotton,  and  rice.    However,  receipts  from  crops  will  be 
augmented  by  increased  payments  to  farmers  for  participation  in  the  1965  Feed 
Grain,  Wheat,  and  Cotton  Programs. 

Income  from  marketings  of  meat  animals  in  1965  i-s  expected  to  be  higher  in 
total  than  last  year.    With  only  a  moderate  increase  in  marketings  in  prospect, 
cattle  prices  at  the  farm  are  expected  to  strengthen;  cash  receipts  wiU  be 
larger  than  in  196^.    Hog  prices  will  be  noticeably  higher  this  year  than  in 
1964  because  slaughter  will  be  substantially  lower.    The  I96U  fall  pig  crop  was 
down  8  percent  and  the  spring  crop  this  year  is  also  off  8  percent.    Sheep  and 
lamb  prices  will  likely  increase  again  in  1965  since  marketings  are  expected 
to  be  below  last  year's  level. 

Receipts  from  dairy  products  are  likely  to  be  above  the  almost  $5  billion 
total  for  I96I+  due  to  a  somewhat  larger  volume  of  milk  sold  to  plants  and 
dealers.    Average  prices  for  wholesale  milk  may  be  about  the  same  this  year 
as  in  196^.    Cash  income  from  marketings  of  poultry  and  eggs  may  be  little 
changed  from  the  I96U  level.    Broiler  receipts  may  be  up  slightly  due  primarily 
to  an  increase  in  the  volume  of  marketings,  while  egg  receipts  may  be  slightly 
lower  than  in  I96U  due  to  somewhat  lower  prices. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  wheat  will  be  down  some  this  year  as 
average  prices  reflect  the  slightly  lower  loan  rate  for  the  1965  crop  than  for 
the  196^  crop.    But,  payments  to  farmers  under  the  I965  Wheat  Program  will  make 
up  part  of  the  reduction  in  receipts  from  marketings.    Marketings  of  corn  this 
year  are  expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  last  year,  and  the  average  price  for 
corn  sold  in  calendar  I965  may  be  about  the  same  as  in  I96U.    Payments  under 
the  Feed  Grain  Program  this  year  will  supplement  cash  income  to  growers  divert- 
ing acreage  from  feed  crops. 

Receipts  from  farm  sales  of  tobacco  are  expected  to  be  down  substantially 
in  1965,  due  to  the  sharp  cut  in  tobacco  allotments.    Cotton  marketings  this 
calendar  year  may  not  be  much  different  in  volume  than  in  I96J+.    Cotton  loan 
rates  have  been  reduced  about  1  cent  per  pound  and  this  may  lead  to  a  slight 
drop  in  receipts  this  year.    Cotton  farmers  participating  in  the  domestic 
acreage  allotment  program  will  receive  income  supplementing  payments  in  1965. 

Prices  for  soybeans  this  fall  may  average  below  year-earlier  levels  when 
the  I96U  crop  was  reduced  by  drouth.    Demand  is  expected  to  continue  strong 
and  carryover  of  old  crop  beans  this  fall  will  be  at  minimum  levels.  But, 
record  soybean  marketings  are  indicated  for  I965,  and  receipts  from  soybeans 
are  expected  to  be  higher  than  in  I96U.    Cash  receipts  from  other  oil-bearing 
crops — peanuts  and  flaxseed — likely  will  be  close  to  last  year  despite  some 
indicated  reduction  in  plantings. 
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Potato  prices  this  year  may  not  be  as  high  as  the  unusually  high  prices  of 
last  year,  but  the  average  is  not  expected  to  drop  sharply.    Some  increase  in 
potato  marketings  is  in  prospect  this  year  if  farmers  carry  out  their  March  1 
planting  intentions.    Receipts  from  vegetable  marketings  in  total  may  not  be 
quite  as  high  this  year  as  last.    Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  fruits 
and  nuts  may  also  be  slightly  lower  this  year.    Citrus  prices  are  down  since 
the  Florida  crop  shows  a  substantial  production  increase  over  last  year.  A 
restriction  on  sugar  beet  acreage  for  the  first  time  since  i960  will  hold  down 
the  size  of  the  1965  crop,  and  receipts  will  be  about  the  same  as  in  1964. 

Production  Expenses  in  196$ 

Another  increase  in  farm  production  expenses  is  in  prosepct  for  1965.  The 
increase  will  be  larger  than  the  $150  million  estimated  for  1963  to  I96U,  but 
probably  below  the  past  10  year  average  annual  increase  of  some  $3/4  billion. 

The  relatively  small  increase  of  $150  million  in  production  expenses  from 
1963  to  I96U  resulted  primarily  from  a  decline  in  outlays  for  purchased  feed, 
purchased  livestock,  and  hired  labor  that  partly  offset  increased  expenses  for 
other  items  included  in  production  expenses.    This  situation  is  not  expected 
to  be  repeated  in  19^5.    Outlays  for  feed  and  livestock  purchases  in  1965  are 
projected  above  the  1964  level  of  expenses.    Although  hired  labor  costs  are 
expected  to  decline  again,  the  drop  will  not  be  as  sharp  as  from  1963  to  196^. 
The  number  of  hired  workers  on  farms  will  decrease  in  1965,  but  probably  not 
at  the  I96U  rate.    Farm  wage  rates  are  rising  and  will  offset  part  of  the 
decline  in  hired  hands. 

Other  than  the  boost  given  to  current  production  expenses  by  increased 
outlays  for  feed,  purchased  livestock,  and  short-term  interest,  the  major  cause 
of  the  rise  in  total  production  expenses  is  the  continued  upswing  in  the  bill 
for  overhead  items.    Charges-  for  depreciation,  taxes,  and  interest  on  the  farm- 
mortgage  debt  in  1965  will  be  well  above  196*1-  levels.    This  increase  is  less 
than  for  1964,  but  more  than  the  average  since  1956. 


First  Quarter  1965  Cash  Receipts 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  are 
estimated  at  $8.1  billion,  about  the  same  as  in  January-March  1964.    An  in- 
creased volume  of  marketings  was  offset  by  a  small  drop  in  the  average  price 
received  for  all  farm  products. 

January-March  I965  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
are  estimated  at  $4.9  billion,  up  almost  $100  million  from  a  year  earlier  as 
prices  for  meat  animals  strengthened  early  this  year.    Receipts  were  estimated 
higher  for  cattle  and  calves,  hogs,  and  dairy  products  while  cash  income  from 
farm  marketings  of  eggs  was  lower  than  in  the  first  quarter  of  1964. 
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Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  crops  totaled  $3.2  billion,  a  decline  of 
$100  million  from  the  same  period  last  year.    Both  the  average  price  and  the 
volume  of  crop  marketings  were  down  from  January-March  I96U.    Cash  income  from 
marketings  of  wheat  and  tobacco  was  substantially  lower  than  a  year  earlier, 
while  estimated  receipts  were  noticeably  higher  for  potatoes  and  cotton. 
Potato  prices  continued  very  strong  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  year. 


March  196$  Cash  Receipts 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  this  March  are  estimated  at  $2.5 
billion,  up  about  $60  million  from  March  I96U.    Farm  prices  received  were 
unchanged  from  a  year  earlier.    Livestock  and  livestock  product  marketings 
were  up  about  k  percent  from  March  196k.    Livestock  receipts  were  estimated 
close  to  $1,750  million,  and  crop  receipts  at  about  $750  million.
